Along with Ms Nugent, the daughter of the 
late President Lyndon Johnson, were several 
women from the Austin chapter of Volunteers 
for Vision, Inc. 
Ms Nugent said that she became interested in 
the visually disadvantaged child due to visual 
problems in her own childhood. 
Approximately 80 percent of what children 
learn is visually interpreted, consequently, if a 
child’s visual system is not functioning properly, 
his ability to learn is impeded 
“ This program does not take the place of a 
professional 
eye examination, 
rather. 
Volunteers for V ision hope to be an impetus to 
encourage parents to take their children for a 
professional examination by a vision specialist 
Ms. Nugent stressed. 
Volunteers for Vision was formed in 1965 to 
help discover children in Head Start programs 
who had undetected visual problems. They 
utilized a gross screening program which is es­ 
pecially designed to detect visual proficiency in 
a broader range of visual skills than the more 
traditional screening methods, and is more 
adaptable to the young preschool child 
After serving as vice-president on the national 
board of the organization. Ms. Nugent along with 
Glenetta Greeman Riley established in 1969 the 
Austin chapter 
The Austin volunteers go to area communities 
and screen children in Head Start centers or 
centers for children from low income families. 
“ Children are given check-ups by physicians 
and bv dentists, but unless the problem is 
noticeably severe, vision is not checked until the 
child begins public school," Ms. Nugent explain­ 
ed. 
This year over 2000 children in 14 elementary 
schools and fourteen preschool centers will be 
screened in the local community and surroun­ 
ding area. 
Since the visual capacities of children vary 
according to age, the Austin chapter uses two 
different methods of eye screening For the 
school age child, the Keystone Telebinocular in­ 
strument is used; for the preschool age child, 
five simple procedures are used that help un­ 
cover gross functional visual difficulties. 
“ The children are tested for acuity, motility 
and peripheral vision," she explained. 


“ Again I want to emphasize that we 
(volunteers) do not take the place of a professional 
vision specialist," Ms. Nugent said, “ but we do 
find that about 20 percent of the children we 
screen have some type problem which needs 
professional diagnosis. We detect different types 
of problems, but we do not diagnose. 
“ You may ask why, if we may miss some vi­ 
sion problem, do we screen at all? The answer is 
that our screening is better than nothing at all 
which is usually the alternative." 


For ambulance radios 
Commissioners set rules 


Williamson County Commissioners Thursday 
authorized County Judge C. L. Chance to dis­ 
tribute a list of rules concerning use of am­ 
bulance radios 
Plans were also made for “ a county-wide 
meeting with all the ambulance departments." 


“ We do not seem to have all the cooperation of 
all the ambulance departments," Commissioner 
Wesley Foust commented. 


The meeting will be held at I 30 p m Tuesday 
in the county courtroom on the second floor of 
the courthouse. 
The memorandum which the county judge will 
send to all ambulance departments stated. 
“ Complaints have been received of mis-use of 
the police channels in the ambulance radios 
These frequencies are to be used only for the 
following purposes: 
—To request police assistance, 
only when 
urgently needed, and lite or property are in im­ 
mediate danger 
-To advise police of a situation which may 
seriously endanger life or property. (This does 
not include reporting speeders, etc., but may in­ 
clude the reporting of obviously drunken drivers 
To report a traffic accident. 
To requests police escort only when deemed 
absolutely necessary. 


Electricity 
underground 


In the Georgetown square, electricity is hum­ 
ming underfoot instead of overhead 
Tony Shenk, city electrical superintendent, 
said he gradually switched power from the ugly 
telephone pole lines to an underground electrical 
network in the past two weeks. The new conduits 
are 18 inches under the street surface. 
“ We’ve been turning off the overhead lines 
and flipping on the underground lines in the 
evenings after the businesses on the square are 
closed." Shenk said. 
Each property owner had his electrical power 
turned off for about 15 minutes while the Elec­ 
trical Department worked on the power connec­ 
tion, he said. 
Still remaining are the dead overhead wires, 
which Shenk said should be removed along with 
telephone poles by June I. 
“ We re way ahead of the telephone company, 
so we’re taking down the lines as we have time 
to do it conveniently,” he said, explaining 
General Telephone Company is removing its 
own lines. 
Shenk said the project has produced “ no more 
problems than you can normally expect to pop 
up 
“ The store-owmers and customers on the 
square have been doggone nice about the whole 
thing," he said “ It s been real smooth.” 
Eight street lights — one on each corner and 
one in the center of each block — will surround 
the town square when the project is completed 
The poles will be similar to the ones over the San 
Gabriel River Bridge

Weeks news in a nutshell 


T R A V IS THOMAS, Georgetown’s new police chief, was cleared of charges he en­ 
couraged two men to scare the Burnet County Sheriff’s dispatcher. Three Burnet men 
were indicted Tuesday night and arrested Wednesday morning for attempting to steal 
drugs from a display case in the sheriff's office. The men earlier had blamed the incident 
on Thomas but have since confessed 
JIM B O U T W E L L told County Commissioners Monday that a county-wide central dis­ 
patching system could improve the efficiency of fire, police, ambulance and sheriff’s 
departments. Although the plan would cost $3,900 in equipment and $22,900 annually in 
salaries, Boutwell said it would save money by eliminating duplication of services. Also, 
he said, a teletype system connecting to statewide and national law enforcement com­ 
puter systems could be installed. 


W A R IN V IET N A M ended Wednesday as North Vietnamese and Viet Cong forces 
poured into a defenseless Saigon just a few hours after the last Americans (except 
newsmen) were airlifted to safety While the South Vietnamese embassy in Washington 
charged that the American people and former President Richard M. Nixon let them 
down, an estimated 60,000 Vietnamese refugees waited on Pacific Islands to be 
transported to a recession-ridden America. 


When outside of the normal service area, 
Williamson County, other police agencies may 
be contacted to request a back-up ambulance 
from the local community (Austin or Temple) in 
the event the Williamson County ambulance is 
disabled due to accident or other reason and the 
urgency of the trip makes it impractical to call 
for a back-up ambulance from Williamson Coun­ 
ty 
In normal circumstances, it is best to have a 
W illiam son County police dispatcher. 
(Georgetown, Round Rock, Taylor, etc ) advise 
Austin or Temple Police Department that the 
ambulance is making an emergency run into the 


respective city. 
When police officer requests ambulance dis­ 
patcher to have the attendant switch to a par­ 
ticular police frequency, 
To request explicit directions to an unknown 
location within the county. 
The report also states that the police frequen­ 
cy is authorized for police business only, and 
that use of them by ambulance service is only 
allowed in emergencies where police assistance 
is mandatory. 
Abuse of the use of police frequencies should 
be reported to the Commissioners Court, accor­ 
ding to the report 
New chief says drugs, 
burglary are problems 


“ The only important change I ’ll make right off 
is the name on the door,” reports Georgetown^ 
new police chief. Travis Thomas 
“ If I can improve operations, 1 11 make some 
changes; if I can’t, 1 11 leave well enough alone,” 
said Thomas, who was sworn in by City Judge 
Tim Maresh Thursday morning 
Thomas said he wants to take some time to 
become familiar with the capabilities and 
weaknesses of his 10-person staff (six officers 
and four dispatchers). 
Formerly police chief in Burnet, Thomas said 
rural Central Texas towns must worry primarily 
with crime overflowing from big cities, es­ 
pecially drugs and burglary. 
“ It s no secret that Austin is the drug capital 
of the state," he said “ With Georgetown so 
close, it s inevitable that drugs are coming to 
Georgetown from time to time, if not all the 
time.” 
“ Marijuana is used extensively throughout the 
state, but from what I can tell. Georgetown 
doesn’t have much of a hard drug problem,” he 
said 


The other city crime problem Georgetown 
faces is burglary by professional thieves who 
prey on rural areas, Thomas said 
“ The professional burglar will not work 
around his home," he said “ With the mobility 
made possible by big highways, ifs easy for a 
criminal to burglarize a home in Williamson 
County and then return to Austin in time for a 
good night s sleep.” 
While we’re searching all over for him,” he 
added, 
the burglar may be sitting in a bar on 
Sixth Street in Austin sipping a beer.” 


In 1958 Thomas went to work for the Depart­ 
ment ot Public Safety, where he worked in 
Taylor as a Highway Patrolman until 1962 Then 
he was transferred to Burnet, where he worked

New taxes for Texans? 
Unless the current legislature is “ very, very rigid' 
in expenditures, a state income tax is a distinct 
probability two years from now, some of the fiscal ex­ 
perts are saying 
IN FACT, THEY SAY, at the rate expenditures are 
being made now, it isn t improbable to expect both a 
personal income tax and a corporation tax to settle on 
Texans’ broad shoulders in the very near future 
Beginning with a $1 billion surplus, the legislature 
has spent ail that's going to be coming in and has 
dipped $300 million into the kitty At the present rate of 
spending the surplus is expected to vanish, leaving a 
$170 million deficit which will require a tax increase, 
even though Governor Dolph Briscoe has repeatedly 
maintained he won t go that route. 
Demands for increased spending arc especially 
heavy in higher educational institutions, special educa 
tion and for salary increases, for teachers and state 
employees throughout the state. 
Beginning with John Connally, then governor of Tex 
as, the property tax has been discredited as being un 
fair and due a phasing out There were strong in­ 
dications no later than a year ago that this could be 
done, or, at least the tax decreased In recent weeks 
however, it has become pretty evident that the proper­ 
ty tax isn’t about to be abandoned, many now fear that 
it will increase throughout the whole tax spectrum 
state, county, city and public school district. 
SO, WHAT DO WE DO? We wriggle on the hook and 
try our best to persuade our legislators to use m odera­ 
tion in spending money, and, at the same time, we ad­ 
mit that money does need to be spent and we illustrate 
the point by voting increases through state con 
stitutional amendments (April 22> 
You can't tell when it will all turn around If the 
recession had deepened in Texas this spring we might 
have seen more belt-tightening As it is, we probably 
will be spectators, mostly silent, as the high spending 
and high taxes keep building up 


Cotton planting short 


A mighty strange thing has happened this spring in 
Williamson County — loads of land that historically 
went into cotton production went to maize. Cotton is 
still important in this county but it doesn t have the 
clout it once did.

AUSTIN — After weeks of 
deliberation, the House sub­ 
committee working on school 
f in a n c e should ha ve its 
legislative proposal 
ready 
about the tim e this report is 
published 
THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE’S 
BILL, which must be approved 
by the Public Education Com­ 
mittee before going to the full 
House, is expected to at least 
temporarily junk the weighted- 
pupil approach to school 
finance in favor of the program 
apporach included in my educa­ 
tion bill 
Objection has been strong to 
the Governor's weighted-pupil 
bill because it would cause sub­ 
stantial property tax increases 
in more than half the state’s 
1103 school districts 
The biggest problem facing 
school finance is simply lack of 
money. Each of five education 
bills before the House would 
cost around $2 billion in new 
state money over the next two 
years Only about $600 million 
is available, however, in­ 
dicating that full education 
reform may again be impossi­ 
ble for several more years. 
Sooner or later, we must 
come to grips with the need for 
an adequately funded public 
school system in Texas — and I 
think the sooner, the better 
The way to raise money for our 
schools is throu gh s t a t e 
revenue, not through higher 
property taxes back home. 
THE SCHOOL FINANCE 
proposal will probably reach 
the House floor within two 
weeks, and I expect several 
days of lively and perhaps 
heated debate at that time. It 
will take all the perseverance 
the House can muster to keep 
school finance from dying on 
the vine as it did two years ago. 
For the sake of the school 
children and local property tax­ 
payers in Texas, I hope the 
legislature rises to the task. 
LAND USE: I have been 
receiving many letters regar­ 
ding a “land resource study" 
bill which has been introduced 
in the House. After reviewing 
the legislation. I have conclud­ 
ed it should not pass. 
There is no doubt that we 
must protect our nation's land, 
but I think there are better 
ways than creating a new 
bureaucracy to meddle in a lan­ 
downer’s personal affairs. 
The land resource study bill is 
not a land use proposal in itself, 
but it does tend in that direc­ 
tion I am inclined against the 
study itself since land use has 
already been studied half to 
death. 
FOREIGN TUITION: The 
House has passed a bill raising 
college tuition costs for foreign 
students to the same level paid 
by U. S. citizens who are not 
Texas 
resid en ts 
Foreign 
students now pay $14 per 
semester hour 
The bill will 
raise that cost to $40 per hour 
I voted for this measure. 
While I do not think we ought to 
discourage foreign students 
from attending our college, I 
think it is unfair to ask more 
money of a student from 
Oklahoma than one from 
F ranee. 
In other action, the House Ap­ 
propriations Committee has 
recommended abolition of the 
tuition equalization grant 
program" This program fur­ 
nishes financial assistance to 
20,000 Texans attending private 
universities in the state, and it 
has been valuable for schools 
such as Southwestern Universi­ 
ty in Georgetown. 
The equali zation gr ant 
program is not expensive, and I 
personally think any money go­ 
ing to education is usually well 
spent. I hope the grant program 
can bt1 included in the final ap­ 
propriations measure. 
COTTON FIRE PAYMENTS 
DUE: The State Insurance 
Board reports that insurance 
claims for the cotton gin fire in 
Taylor are due by the end of 
May. There have been quite a 


few problems with the com­ 
panies who insured cotton in the 
gin. but the board says they 
have been cleared up

payments by the end of May, I 
will be glad to again intervene

Snakes part of springtime 
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To a person bitten by a 
poisonous snake, the 30 minutes 
following the bite could be the 
most important half hour of his 
life. 
Even though few people are 
killed by snakebites, proper 
first aid immediately after the 
bite can save the victim much 
suffering and reduce the chance 
of a crippling injury 
There always has been con­ 
siderable controversy on first­ 
aid treatment for snakebites, 
even among the scientific com­ 
munity. Treatments in favor 
one year are often discarded 
the next or debunked by 
professionals and sportsmen 
Officials at the Texas Parks 
and Wildlife Department say 
that three things should be done 
following the strike of a 
venomous snake apply a con- 
triction band above the bite. 
keep the victim calm and 
secure the snake 
The constriction band should 
be applied two or three inches 
above the bite 
A shoelace, 
handkerchief, rubber band or 
torn piece of clothing will make 
a suitable constriction band 
Snake venom moves through 
the lymphatic system just 
beneath the skin. The band 
should be tight enough only to 
reduce surface circulation It 
should be loosened for two- 
minute periods every 15 min­ 
utes 
The band should be moved up­ 
ward as swelling progresses A 
constriction band should never 
be used for more than four 
hours. 
Keep the victim calm 
If 
possible, make him lie down 
Assure him that snakebites, 
while painful, are seldom fatal 
Like any poison, the more you 
get. the more serious the 
problem Approximately 30 per­ 
cent of snakebite victims 
receive no venom and do not 
require treatment Another 30 
percent do not get enough 
venom to worry about but even­ 
tually require treatment. Only 
40 percent require extensive 
and rapid treatment 
If several people are around 
they can find and capture and 
kill the snake while initial first 
aid is administered Capturing 
or killing the snake is necessary

O ffic ia ls are w orried. 
Parents are lax 
Not enough 
children are being immunized 
against contagious diseases. 
Without the proper protec­ 
tion, epidemics can sweep like 
fire through dry tinder. Ten 
years ago, 85 percent of 
children in the one-to-four-year 
age group received all three 
doses of the polio vaccine Bv 
1973, the figure had dropped to 
60 percent. 
‘Waiting until they're in 
school may be too late for 
some." says Dr John J Witte, 
director of the immunization 
division of the government’s 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta. 
‘ Remember 
when 
polio was known as infantile 
paralysis? The pre-schoolers 
are most vulnerable, so we 
really must reach them " 
The percentage of young 
children 
being 
immunized 
against measles, rubella, 
mumps, diphtheria, tetanus and 
other diseases is falling off. So 
are rates for vaccination 
against whooping cough, 
another serious threat to 
youngsters. 
Tuberculosis tends to be 
forgotten in the crush. Anyone, 
including children, can have TB 
without knowing it and be 
spreading it 
to others. 
Everyone should have a tuber­ 
culin skin test at least once If a 
child or adult is infected with 
TB germs but does not have the 
d isease, the doctor can 
prescribe special pills to pre­ 
vent disease from developing 
If disease is already present, 
pills can cure it.

Different kinds of snakes can 
require different kinds of 
definitive treatment 
A snake can bite several 
times and even snakes which 
have been freshly killed can 
still bite through reflex action 
Carefully pick up the snake 
with a stick and put it in a cloth 
bag or box to have it available 
for reference. 
If the snake is identified as 
non poisonous, treat the wound 
like any other puncture Non­ 


poisonous snakes usually leave 
several teeth marks; the fangs 
from a poisonous snake will 
leave two major punctures, 
sometimes one 
If the snake is identified as a 
poisonous one and you are 
within 15 to 20 minutes of a 
hospital, 
imrnobolize 
the 
affected part of the body with a 
splint or strap and take the vic­ 
tim to a hospital 
Pain itself is not a good in­

WASHINGTON, D C. - VIETNAM DEBATE Last week, 
the House of R epresentatives approved $327 million for 
hum anitarian aid and for evacuation of A m ericans and some 
nationals from South Vietnam This question w as debated on 
the House floor from noon Wednesday until it was eventually 
resolved at 2 48 a rn I favored the bill, which was finally ap­ 
proved 230-187 
I do not believe I can ever recall a debate which was m ark ­ 
ed bv such intricate parliam entary maneuvering. We ap­ 
proved over a dozen am endm ents, rejected m ore than a 
score, 
had 
points of o rd er sustained ag ain st 
eight 
am endm ents, and in one instance, voted on a substitute to 
the com m ittee bill as amended by another substitute am end­ 
ment 
! think that the following were among the m ore significant 
votes of the m arathon session I initially favored a proposal 
by m y colleague from Texas, Congressman Eckhardt. which 
was later ruled out of order, and was never considered again 
in the sam e form 
I also voted for an am endm ent by Congressman Solarz of 
New York which sought to restrict funding to 30 days for 
m ilitary operations in connection with the evacuation effort 
It failed, however. 196-208 
The bill detailed very specifically who is to be evacuated: 
I) American citizens; 2) dependents of American citizens 
and of perm anent residents of the US.; 3) Vietnam ese 
nationals eligible for im m igration to the U.S. by reason of 
their relationships to American citizens and 4) foreign 
nationals whose lives are in direct danger and im minent 
threat exists. 
In the final analysis, I favored legislation which was very 
sim ilar to the bill reported by the House C om m ittee on Inter­ 
national Affairs Inherent in the bill is a reaffirm ation of the 
restrictions placed on the executive by the War Pow ers Act. 
I felt like we needed to spell out very specifically what the 
President could and could not do during this chaotic situation 
in South Vietnam 
It seem s to be a fact that the governm ent of South Vietnam 
has collapsed I think that it is im perative that we protect 
the lives of American citizens and their dependents. F u rth er­ 
more, I think that we have an obligation to help evacuate 
those Vietnam ese nationals who have worked closely with us 
and whose lives might be in peril The only sensible way that 
we can accomplish this is tell the President to employ the 
m ilitary judiciously under these most difficult c ir ­ 
cumstances. 
I know full well that the use of troops for evacuations could 
create risks. But I don t think we can do otherwise. 
I do not believe that it is the role of the Congress to carry 
out our foreign policy. In this sad hour, I believe we must 
support the President s decision to use troops for safely 
removing our citizens from the tense Vietnam situation 
I supported our Vietnam effort throughout the Johnson ad­ 
ministration and for part of the Nixon administration I felt 
our involvement cam e to an end with the signing of the P aris 
Peace accords Now even President Ford has said it is over 
That is true It is finished It will do no good to engage any 
further in recrim inations or blame-fixing We must unite to 
face the future and to work in a world order where realities 
can change quickly

Liberty Hill School Board 
to review delinquent taxes

Delinquent taxes will be 
among the agenda items dis­ 
cussed at the Liberty Hill 
School Board meeting Monday 
The meeting will begin at 6 OO 
p m with the inspection of the 
new high school building 
Landscaping, sidewalks, 
drainage and other exterior 
items will also be discussed. 
School board member George 
Dutton brought up the issue of 
delinquent taxes last summer, 
when he requested an Austin at­ 
torney to speak to the board 
concerning collection A motion 
to hire the attorney's firm to 
collect delinquent taxes failed 
at that time, with the board 
deciding to try to collect the 
taxes without outside help 
In early April a group of 
Liberty Hill Independent School 
District taxpayers circulated a 
petition to urge school trustees 
to take action to collect LHISD 
taxes. The petition will be 
presented Monday. 
Jim Burnett of Liberty Hill 
explained that the petition is 
“ an answer to the attitudes ex­ 
pressed by some school board 
members that no effort should 
be made to collect delinquent 
taxes.” 
At the March board meeting. 


Jo Havens. Liberty Hill tax 
assessor-collector, 
reported 
that total delinquent taxes for 
1969-74 is $41,239. Of that 
amount $32,862 are delinquent 
on the 1974 tax roll 
Burnett said that although the 
petition would not force the 
board to take action, it would 
show that school patrons want 
trustees to “ overcome their 
reluctance’’ to take legal action 
against delinquent taxpayers. 


“ Among other items to be 
discussed.” Supt 
Bud Perry 
said Friday, “ is the class 
alignments of teaching needs ” 
Perry explained that the 
rapid and unpredictable growth 
of Liberty Hill makes it dif­ 
ficult to determine how many 
classes will be needed in 
September or to look ahead and 
determine how many classes 
will be needed next April 


Some classes have as many 
as 45 students. Perry said, and 
not much learning can be ac­ 
complished in such large 
classes.

It vou sneeze and sniffle dur­ 
ing the ragweed season, if you 
have cramps, diarrhea, or rash 
af ter eating a particular food or 
drug, if you wheeze or itch 
when around a cat, a horse, 
chicken feathers, or some other 
substance

suffering from an allergy. 
An allergy is an unusual reac­ 
tion to a substance, an abnor­ 
mal behav an if the body to it. 
Half of the people in the world 
sneeze or sniffle, wheeze or 
itch, suffer intestinal distur­ 
bances or other uncomfortable 
symptoms because of their 
allergies Half of the adult pop­ 
ulation in Texas and one-third 
at our children are afflicted, 
say state health officials. 
In some it occurs only at cer­ 
tain seasons of the year, in 
others at fairly long intervals, 
while in many it is a daily 
problem 
When the allergy - producing 
substance enters your system 
and comes in contact with the 
antibodies in the cell, that union 
produces dramatic effects. The 
best known of the results of 
these miniature explosions is 
Hie release of the chemical 
histamine from the cell Nor­ 
mally. presence of histamine 
stimulates production of ade­ 
quate amounts of antihistamine 
which would of course cause no 
sym ptom s 
to 
develop. 
Sometimes 
enough 
anti 
histamine is not produced to 
counter the levels of histamine. 
Histam ine is perfectly 
harmless when inside the cell, 
but once released outside the 
cell 
it produces undesirable 
changes It dilates and congests 
blood vessels so that fluids 
from your blood stream leak 
out into the tissue, causing 
swelling. 
If this change takes place in 
the skin the result is hives. If 
this reaction occurs in the nose, 
the membrane swells and you 
have a condition known as hay 
fever or 
sinus " Another ac­ 
tum of histamine is to contract 
or put into spasm involuntary 
muscle fibers 
muscles not 
controlled by your owrn will, 
such as stomach, intestine, 
urinary bladder, or the uterus. 
lf this muscle effect takes place 
in the muscle fibers around the 
bronchial tubes, asthma is the 
result 
if rn the intestine, 
cr imps and diarrhea may be 
the effect 
At least one in three Texans 
who have untreated hay fever 
will develop asthma, say state 
health officials In many cases, 
seasonal asthma may fail to 
subside with the end of the 
season and may become 
chronic.

potiinosis” — a respiratory 
reaction to pollens. Tree 
pollens cause trouble from 
about the middle of March to 
the middle of May, grass 
pollens from May to August, 
and ragweed pollen from ap­ 
proximately the middle of 
August to October. 
Because 
they come in direct contact 
with the tissues, only small 
amounts of pollen are required 
to produce symptoms. 
The severity of hay fever 
varies in different parts of the 
country, from season to season 
and day to day. It is largely 
dependent on the weather con­ 
dition during the growth of the 
plant, and the temperature, 
humidity, sunshine and wind 
velocity during pollination 
time. 
Molds commonly grow on 
piant life, and the seeds (or 
spores) are microscopic in size. 
many of them being even 
smaller than pollen. The kinds 
of molds which produce hay 
fever and asthma are par­ 
ticularly prevalent on grains, 
such as wheat, oats, rye and 
corn. Next to pollen, molds are 
the most common causes of 
seasonal hay fever and asthma 
Then there is contact der­ 
matitis. If you go for a hike in 
the woods you may suffer an in­ 
flammation of the upper layers 
of the skin, varying from 
redness to blisters and also ac­ 
companied by itching It is an 
allergy caused by direct con­ 
tact of the causative substance. 
Poison ivy is not a poisonous 
plant No one is affected by it 
the first time he touches it. 


Only on subsequent exposure 
does an allergy show up in 
about half or more of the per­ 
sons But many other plants and 
common substances in use in 
the house can produce this dis­ 
ease. 
Three factors may play a part 
in the production of allergic il­ 
lness. Susceptibility is one 
Only certain people have the 
ability or the background to 
become allergic Granting you 
have this background, you still 
must become sensitized to a 
special substance and then be 
re-exposed to it. If you avoid 
either of these steps, you will 
have no allergic illness. A third 
factor is what might be called 
contributing factors. Various 
conditions — temperature, 
chemical 
irritants, 
dust, 
emotional disturbances, etc. — 
may agrravate allergies or 
trigger their attacks 
But by 
themselves they do not cause 
allergic symptoms. 
If there is a family history of 
an allergy either on the father's 
or mother's side, then the dis­ 
ease frequently manifests itself 
in the offspring But the 
allergy they develop will not 
necessarily be the same type as 
their parents’. 
Specific allergy tests can be 
given bv your doctor to discover 
the substances to which you are 
reacting. Specific desensitizing 
treatments may be given to 
build up immunity gradually. 
Prevention and avoidance of 
the offending substance, if 
possible, is the most effective 
means of dealing with an 
allergy.

Tornado tips 
explained 


Although farmers have loved 
the last week's thunderstorms, 
manv local residents have look­ 
ed at the dark, swirling clouds 
and wondered if a tornado may 
be in the vicinity. 
For safety, the SUN prints 
the following information from 
the Texas Medical Association 
Tornados appear most often 
as funnel-shaped clouds spin­ 
ning rapidly and extending 
toward the earth from the base 
of a thundercloud. These usual­ 
ly occur in hot, sticky weather 
I with southerly winds and a 
threatening, ominous sky. In 
most cases the tornado moves 
from the west or southwest. 
An hour or two before a tor­ 
nado. greenish-black clouds 
appear in the thunderstorm 
; clouds, bulging down instead of 
up 
Rain and hail usually 
precede a tornado 
* 
There are three main steps to 
take in the event a tornado hits: 
' 
—Keepascalmaspossible.lt 
doesn t help to get excited. 
—Be certain to take special 
medicines or foods required by 
’ members of your family with 
^you to your place of shelter For 
'example, insulin, heart medica­

asthma medication, 
dietetic food, baby food.

the storm or the threat of a 
storm has ended in the area 
previously included in a severe 
thunderstorm or tornado 
bulletin 
When a tornado warning is

Hypertension, silent villian 


What’s invisible, usually 
doesn’t hurt a bit, affects 
millions of Americans, is con 
tellable, yet when left un­ 
treated can cause stroke, heart 
failure or kidney disease? 
the answer, says the State 
Health Department, is high 
blood pressure 
or hyperten­ 
sion The State Health Depart 
ment is helping call attention to 
this 
p roblem 
in 
M ay, 
designated as High Blood 
Pressure Month 
Uncontrolled high blood 
pressure is a major national 
public health problem It is the 
primary cause of 60,0(K) deaths 
in the United States each year 
And, 
says the N ational 
Institutes of Health, it is a con 
tributing factor in 1,500,000 
heart’ attacks and strokes that 
occur each year in this country. 
An estimated 23 million 
Americans, or about 15 per cent 
of the adult population, have 
high blood pressure That’s one 
in seven adults, not only in Tex­ 
as but throughout the land 
The prevalence rates of high 
blood pressure rise steadily 
with advancing age, and in 
every age group the prevalence 
is higher for blacks than for 
whites. 
Among American blacks, not 
only is the prevalence about 
twice as high as that among 
whites, BUT it is more severe 
and occurs at an earlier age. 
High blood pressure afflicts not 
only the elderly but also young 
and middle-aged adults in the 
most productive years. 
Although detection is simple 
and painless 
and drug 
therapy is practical and effec­ 
tive — the great majority of 
hypertensive people are not 
receiving satisfactory treat­ 
ment. 
Half of the estim ated 23 
m illio n 
h y p e rte n s iv e 
Americans don’t even know 
they have it, according to the 
National Institutes of Health 
Of those who do know, less than 


three million of those with high 
blood pressure are receiving 
adequate treatment 
treat­ 


m ent to reduce their blood 
pressure within normal limits. 
The State Health Depart­ 
ment, its local health units and 
regional offices are detecting 
high blood pressure in people 
throughout the state through 
the simple taking of blood 
pressure at clinics and in 
medical screening programs. 
In 
a d d itio n , 
they 
are 
cooperating with other agencies 
in health fairs and some open 
houses of local health 
departments to provide special 
screening 
How does high blood pressure 
affect your body? 
Blood pressure varies among 
people, and in the same person 
a1 different times. It decreases 
during sleep and increases dur­ 
ing exertion or excitement. 
There is a considerable range of 
normal pressure, which can be 
explained to you by your doctor 
An important thing to know 
and something your physician 
can check 
is that when 
pressure goes above so-called 
normal limits and remains 
elevated, patients have high 
blood pressure or hypertension. 
With high pressure in the 
arteries, the heart must pump 
harder 
When high blood 
pressure is present for long 
periods, the heart enlarges 
Eventually, under the con­ 
tinued extra burden, the heart 
weakens, loses efficiency and 
pumps less blood with each 
beat The kidneys, unable to 
function effectively because of 
reduced blood flow, fail to ex­ 
crete enough fluids, and tissues 
become waterlogged, adding 
still more to the burden of the 
heart. 
Hardening of the blood 
vessels — or arteriosclerosis — 
is the major cause of high blood 
pressure. The blood vessel 
changes may be a factor in 
stroke, kidney failure or heart 


failure. 
Proper treatment reduces the 
danger In most people, high 
blood pressure can be lowered 
and kept under control with 
continuing treatment. This 
greatly reduces the risk of 
serious complications 


Remember, the way to know 
whether your blood pressure is 
high is to go to your doctor and 
have the pressure taken The 


fact that you feel fine is no as­ 
surance your blood pressure is 
okay 
It is important to have 
regular checkups to discover if 
you have high blood pressure. 
And there s one other point: 
carefully follow the instruc­ 
tions of your doctor. So have 
regular physical checkups and 
do your friends and family a 
favor by telling them of the 
dangers of high blood pressure

Lead poisoining causes mental retardation 


Medical help for children in 
Texas comes from many 
sources, and for three children 
living near Brenham it was the 
State Health 
Department 
Laboratories which discovered 
they had high lead levels in 
their bodies. 
Lead poisoning can cause 
mental retardation or even 
death, and early discovery is 
vital to prevent any lasting 
effects. 
How did the laboratories in 
Austin become involved with 
lead poisoning cases near 
Brenham’* 
The State Health Depart­ 
ment, in cooperation with the 
Texas Department of Public 
Welfare, is carrying out an ex­ 
tensive medical 
screening 
program throughout the state 
for children on welfare rolls. 
The State Health Department is 
responsible for the physical ex­ 
aminations given under this 
Early and Periodic Screening, 
Diagnosis and Treatm ent 
(EPSD T) Program through a 
contract with the Welfare 
Department. 
When a medical screening 
team from the State Health 


D epartm ent 
rolled 
into 
Brenham last year — bringing 
with it the promise of better 
health — the three children 
with lead poisoning attended 
the clinic. 
During the extensive physical 
examinations, blood samples 
were taken to be sent to the 
Health Department Labora­ 
tories for analysis. On this day 
- a lucky one for the three 
children — the blood samples 
taken disclosed the sinister lead 
condition 
The initial high lead reading 
led to another test to verify the 
first result, and the children 
began treatment to leach the 
lead from their systems 
It also resulted in an in­ 
vestigation by an environ­ 
mental health engineer of the 
premises where the children 
lived. His inspection of the 
home showed lead-based paint 
peeling from the w alls, 
woodwork and window sills. 
The paint chips have a sweet 
taste which children find en­ 
joyable, and they were chewing 
on the window sills and picking 
up paint flakes. 
Since the discovery, the walls 


have been covered over and the 
parents advised of the lead 
problem. And, the children 
have been undergoing periodic 
blood tests and treatment by a 
local physician 
These youngsters are just 
three of the more than 159,000 
children in Texas who have 
been examined in the EPSDT 
Program. 
During the physical examina­ 
tion by a physician or nurse, 
blood samples are taken and 
sent to the special Medical 
Screening Division of the 
Bureau of Laboratories. 
Each child's blood undergoes 
a laboratory analysis for 
syphilis, 
lead, hemoglobin 
(anemia) and hemoglobin types 
(sickle cell and related dis­ 
eases) About 30,000 individual 
tests are performed each 
month. 
The laboratory staff includes 
15 highly-trained personnel, in­ 
cluding medical technologists, 
chemists and laboratory techni- 
cian s. 
The 
m ed ica l 
technologists are all certified 
by the American Society of 
Clinical Pathologists (ASCP). 
The chemists hold college 


degrees, and the laboratory 
technicians are usually college 
graduates. 
The supervisor of the Medical 
Screening Division, Brad 
Therrell, Ph.D ., says the 
program is an enormous under­ 
taking. Dr. Therrell relates 
that, “ The professionals for the 
most part have taken special 
training courses to make them 
more proficient in their 
specialized skills, some in 
Boston and some at the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta. 
“ We feel we are playing a 


very important role in helping 
children of the state toward 
better health. That’s the reason 
we're here,” said Therrell. 
The Health Department 
facility is the largest lead 
poisoning analytical laboratory 
in operation in the country with 
the exception of New York 
State at Albany. Only two or 
three other laboratories in Tex­ 
as are equipped to do lead 
testing. 
The lead atomic absorption 
equipment called for an outlay 
of some $30,000. Automated 


equipment enables the labora­ 
tory staff to keep abreast of its 
continuing work load. 
‘ There is no way the job can 
get done without skilled, 
dedicated personnel,’’ said Dr. 
Therrell. “ We are able to do the 
tests at a great financial saving 
with uniform quality control in 
our central laboratory, as op­ 
posed to having each medical 
team attempt to do this in the 
field,” he said. The Austin staff 
performs laboratory tests for 
the entire state, except for 
Houston.

I Truck hits car and 
wagon in Florence 
circus 


storm

About 8 a. rn. last Wednesday, ugly storm 
clouds settled over Florence. 
Frank Vicente, a small old man who has lived 
his life with the circus, stood outside his truck 
full of animals to batten down the hatches before 
driving to the Al G. Clark Bros. Circus’ next 
engagement. The truck was parked in the right 
lane of State Highway 195 westbound. 
Mrs Concha Ramirez of Florence, driving to 
the Mr. Bag-It store for some groceries, pulled 
up beside the circus truck to turn left into the 
drive-in parking lot. 
Suddently, the driver of a huge semi-trailer 
truck, which was barrelling down SH195 behind 
the two vehicles, saw he could not stop his fully- 
loaded truck quick enough to avoid an accident. 
As a bolt of lightning and thunder flashed 
across the sky, driver Pedro Castro tried to 
swerve right to miss Mrs. Ramirez’ sedan. He 
didn't quite make it. 
Castro’s truck barely clipped the Ramirez 
vehicle but smashed full force into the rear of 
the circus truck. 
Vicente, who was not fully awake yet, was less 
than a foot away when his truck whizzed by him 
and rolled 200 yards down the street into the 
front porch of the house of Joe Stavinisky, who 
had already left for work 
“ I was just standing by the door when boom! 
he hit me and my truck was running down the 
street with no one driving it,” Vicente said, ex­ 
plaining he had left his truck out of gear, permit­ 
ting the wheels to roll freely. 
Mrs. Ramirez' car was knocked into the 
grocery parking area while Castro's truck 
jackknifed into a power line, knocking out much 
of Florence’s electricity until mid afternoon and 


spilling its load of gravel across an empty lot. 
Mrs. Vera ie Moore, whose house is right next 
to where the accident occured, said she confused 
the crash with the storm. 
“ There was a thunderclap and some lightning 
right when it happened,” she said. “ There was 
so much noise that I was afraid to see what had 
happened ” 
The attendant at the service station across the 
street, who asked that his name not be used, said 
the electrical wires knocked loose by the acci­ 
dent bounced around the ground “ just like light­ 
ning from the sky.” 


Clytus Caskey was working inside his plum­ 
bing shop when he heard the noise. 
“ I heard someone hit his brakes real loud and I 
knew someone was in for it.” he said. 
“ I've been wondering for a long time what 
would happen if one of these big trucks that 
come speeding through here suddenly had to 
stop real quick,” he said. “ Jt finally happened. 
He couldn’t stop.” 
Vicente said only one of the five horses in his 
truck was injured, with a few cuts around its 
shoulders. A caged mountain lion inside the 
truck was okay. 
“ You know, it s strange,” Vicente said. “ Driv­ 
ing all over this country, I ve always worried 
about having an accident on some crowded city 
street 
“ Here I am on a country road and I get smash­ 
ed clear up the street,” he sighed. “ You just 
can’t win ” 
The storm clouds overhead, perhaps satisfied 
with 'he violence below, blew to the northeast 
and released their fury elsewhere. 
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
